But in the president's opinion neither is 
entitled to credit for meritorious or im- 
portant service in the battle itself.

Hence Admiral Schley h'ns lost ground

The court decided nnanimuuMy against 
him on other questions, and the president 
permits their decision to stand. Dcwey 
was for him on this question of lunimatld 
the other two admirals being silent, and 
public opinion was very largely inclined 
to follow Dcwcy. Xmv

definitely decides against Deivey. Thus 
a new question, not considered by a ma- 
jority of the court, is now settled by the 
coiuinandiir in chief of the military forc- 
e--- of the nation, and settled unfavorably 
to the contentions oi Admiral Schley.

sicians this morning. In discussing the 
origin of the epidemic of smallpox 
in 


this city ami country, he refers to an 
avticb: in the Journal of the American 
Medical association, showing tirst. how 
massing together of people, 
who thus 


lose their customary adaptation to en- 
vironment, creates a peril ami that this 
is especially accentuated when 1he 
a.-i- 


senibhige is the forms of camps and 
in 


times of war. War and pestilence ore 
twin brothers, hut they do not always 
appear side by side. 
.More often pesti- 


lence follows, as this is illustrated from 
our own history. The skin diseases so 
abundant after the revolution, the chol- 
era epidemic following die Mexican win', 
and the prevalence of typho-malarial fe- 
vers after the civil war. Our lute Span- 
ish war was mi exception; it has intro- 
duced in our country an epidemic of 
smallpox, sweeping from the eastern 
and southern portion to the Pacific and 
involving all sorts vaml conditions of 


men. 
It came, also, in the form 
that 


Jias troubled the diagnostician, and for 
this reason its range has been more ex- 
tended: the mildness in most rases of 
the malady leading to neglect of precau- 
tions and consequent spread of the con- 
tagion. 


The cause of the mildness of t.he dis- 


ease i-i explained by Hyde 
by the im- 


munity 
conferred 
by 
vaccination 


through generations, an immunity bn- 
.utowcd upon.the uuvftccinated !«' inhqr- 
itan'ce; which "he thinks must be admit- 
ted,' not- merely-its a logical ^eijnen'cp of 
laboratory experiment, but from clinical 
fai-ls. 
"Not the sins alone but 
the 


sa:'egunrds, are visited 
upon (he 
chil- 


dren." 
The germs were brought 
from 


the Spanish hotbeds of smallpox by our 
soldiers ami were thus attenuated in 
virulence. It has been largely an epi- 
demic of modified varioloid, but capable 
of producing ii^ virgin 
soil 
the typical 


variola, us has been shown in many 
in- 


stHiicvs. 


Vaccination, however, while probably 


as near perfection as a prevcntativr of 
smallpox as any human means can be. is 
still nut absolutely perfect., and its fail- 
ures . >how 
most plainly 
in epidemics 


when'those ordinarily resistant to vac- 
cinia become amenable and vaccination 
may even apparently succeed after or 
during the developed smallpox. 


These 
exceptional 
facts, 
however, 


prove nnthin'4 against the rules, and the 
arti-vncciiiationicts overlook the signal 
victories over smallpox 
of which 
the 


general character ot' the 
present epi- 


rlrinic is itself an evidence. 
Hyde shows :

benefits of vaccination, the experience of I 
Porto Itieo alone, where smallpox has ! 
been practically slumped 
out in

years, will be sufficient.

His articles con- 


cludes with a demand that "vaccination 
should be the seal 
of passport

the sanitarium building proba.bly about 
tin: furnace. A still alarm was turned 
in but the first company of firemen called 
could not cope with the. flames which 
ran up the elevator shaft to the roof. A 
general call was sounded, but the tire 
was then -beyond control. The 
water 


pressure was law and this added to the 
handicap of tiie firemen. In two hours 
the building wa« in ruins and the hospit- 
al was nearly destroyed. 
It is almost 


miraculous that the four hundred sleep- 
ing inmates escaped with their lives.

\ve were in darkness, but for the flames 
which rushed from the tower above our 
heads. My aged husband was on ilia floor 
beneath me and had to go down the iire 
escape, as did I. He was guided by.a 
nurse and escaped safely. Scores of peo- 
ple were ou tlie. escape, coming trom all 
psrU of thi! building and it is u wonder 
that none of them was killed."

foreign commerce of the United States 
in 1801'1' showing the pace at wjiich this 
country ran during 
the last 
calendar 


year in the great race for supremacy in 
trade in the world's markets, hus been 
njude public by Frederic Emery, chief of 
tho buroau of foreign commerce of the 
state department. 


It IB htated that the commercial re- 


ports of our diplomatic and consular offi- 
cers last year record continued growth 
iu the sales of muny lines of manufac- 
tures from the United StatCH in foroigr. 
markets and the increase of the general 
concern throughout .Europe as to the. 
possible results of our iiidusuial compe- 
lition. Although the figures of our ex- 
ports compiled by the treasury deport- 
ment show a considerable filling ofi" in 
the total value of manufactured goods 
sent abroad, it is stated there seems 10 
be a steady and uninterrupted spreiid in 
the popularity of what may be termed 
American "novelties" 
all over Europe, 


liy the word "novelties" are meant not 
only labor savir.g implement* and ma- 
chinery-which arc strange to most Eu- 
ropeans, but a great variety of articles of 
merchandise, all of which procass distin- 
guished points of excellence and relative 
cheapness, new to .Europe, which com- 
mend them to purchasers there in prefer- 
ence to similar articles of home manu- 
facture. In other words while the ag- 
gregate of our exports of manufactured 
goods has shrunk, the variety o£ our 
sales in Europe has been extended and 
the territory upon which they are'en- 
croaching is being constantly enlarged. 
A striking example of this is in Austria- 
Hungarj', where imports from the Unit- 
ed States are increasing rapidly. That 
country originated the idea of a Euro- 
pean combination against American in 
trade and there the hostility of the in- 
dustrial classes is most pronounced. The 
United States -again heads the list of 
countries sellinJnf.o Germany and is caus- 
ing the economists of that nation much 
concern. Indeed, it is pointed out, tliis 
aiiiue concern is felt in France, Great 
Britain, Belgium. Switzerland, and the 
ol*or highly developed manufacturing 
countries of Europe. 


Jt is.-shown to bo a fact that we arc 


now supplying European nations with 
tfoods which have for years been distinc- 
tive of the countries 
themselves and 


which we used to import from them. We 
export silk to France, tin plute to Wales, 
cottons to Engl.-uul, and our California1 


fruit is making such headway in Spain 
as to provoke, the query in a Spanish 
newspaper; "Shall we live to see. Amer- 
ican oranges on the Valencia market it- 
self?" 
In Belgium, 
more American 


goods arc being consumed than ever be- 
fore. 


The falling off in American exports is 


attributed, not to the goods being in less 
liivor, but rather to business depression 
in Europe. aJIccting the purchasing pow- 
er. The elimination of Hawaii imd Por- 
to 
Kico from the list of countries 
to 


which we export, also is a. factor. The 
treasury figures show that during the 
calendar year there was a falling off of 
$12,565,104 compared with the previous 
year, manufactures falling off $.40.262,013 
but being ofl'sct by a gain in agriculture 
exports cf $35,591,077. 


Mr. Emery snys it In evident that "the 


American invasion" of Europe has ceas- 


j ed for the time being to be of that 


sweeping character that distinguished it 
at first as an economic phenomenon. He 
recalls what was said in the renew a 
year ago of the danger of more strenuous 
European competition, the use of new 
precess'es and our own modeh of machin- 
ery, but he says that Europe has not 
made any sensible progress in that di- 
rection. As to restrictive legislation 
pending measures in Europe might be 
abandoned, says the review, if the United 
States,modified its tariff policy nnd per- 
mitted more imports from Europe. As 
factors making in our favor, the review 
points to alleged obstruction by British 
labor, which increases our trade oppor- 
tunities; to the combination of. labor and 
capita! here as shown at the recent con- 
ference of employer* and employes in 
New York, and to the fact that our com- 
petitive energy is so far but partly de- 
veloped. On the whole Mr. Emery finds 
that we. have hardly more than entered 
upon a novitiate in fitting ourselves for 
international competition, and he notes 
with encouragement the. growth of pop- 
ular interest in the value of foreign 
trade ajul well directed efforts for ex- 
yanaion.

I do not intend to 
ruu counter to the scientific follows by 
saying 1 am not robbiiij ir.y silajc of 
dry properties it might Lave acquired 
if I had not interfered, but I have im- 
prisoned for ray cows the sweet juices 
and Onvors so much relished iu tlic 
mangers, writes a Peunsy'.vaniaB to 
Thc National Stockman. 


It the corn lacks moisture in the lat- 


ter part.of Its season, .the lower blades 
will dry and drop before the hardening 
process is operative at the ears. Then 
that corn should be cut. for what it 
may gain in dry matter above it is los- 
ing In dry matter below. 


If one has a r.msll silo and a few 


acres and the filling Is a small matter 
of two or three days, then he can bide 
his time and cut when everything ap- 
pears to be Just right. 


We have 16 acres growing for thc 


silos, and a* w« like to fill slowly our 
cutting will extend over a period of 
possibly three week*. By filling slowly 
we consider we pet about 20 per cent 
more in our silos than by simply filling 
them and passing-on. 


Silage does not begin to do its busi- 


ness settling for about a week. a"nd it 
Is our rule to cut quite rapidly for two 
or three days, then proceed more sloiv- 
ly by stopping a day and cutting a d.iy 
alternately. 


We use low wagons and a corn har- 


vester, sometimes, but when an acre 
turns off 20 tons or more thc harvester 
,wc have doesn't succeed In petting it 
In very far. We have a man in tbe silo 
nnd Instruct him to keep the outside* 
somewhat higher than the center. This 
man Is supposed, as Bob Seeds would 
say, to "keep a-joln, keep a-goin."

As these conditions uwually prevail in- 
the neighborhood of most peach or- 
chards, we doubt If the "digging out"' 
or nny other method used alone, with a 
few possible '.sxceptions, cau be de-

THE HAY WORM.

The clover hay worm (Pyralls costa- 


lia) is in evidence in some sections. 
From Inquiries reaching the Kansas 
stntion it se.cms that this insect is more 
abundant than formerly In that state. 
It has long been recognized, but until 
recently has attracted little attention. 
Witu the extension of alfalfa growing. 
however, this ipecles finds a new and 
entirely suitable food, and Its abun- 
dance "in stacks of this valuable hay 
may well mark it as a pest of impor- 
tance.

President Roosevelt sustains the ver- 


dict of the court of inquiry/which'lie de- 
clares was unanimous in its findings on 
uJ] important 
points. 
This leaves the 


censure unanimously passed bv the court 
standing of fair force upon the records. 


While the- president docs not upset the. 


verdict 01 tlie court in ;iny partiiu!ar. he 


out that all of Sehley'.-; alleged 


derelictions while in command of the fly- 
ing..squadron wore iii effect condoned by 
liis superiors at the time. Tint* dismiss- 
ing this part of ihc case, he passes on 
to the battle. 


He points out that the questions of 


command in the battle and of credit for 
part in the battle were not raised before 
the court, but were ruled out unanimous- 
ly.

On this score, ' 
in connection with others, tlie probabili- 
Ik-s are that except ions will lie taken 
and possibly the president's very earnc.-t 
wisli that the. controversy be dropped 
will not be respected by the dirt-appoint- 
ed partisans of the admiral. It is the 
claim of tin: friends of Admiral Schle.y 
that it WHS not, timidity that ieil him to 
make the (.urn, but praiseworthy pru- 
dence, as lie did not wish to risk the for- 
tunes of the day by subjecting his ship 
to the concentrated fire of the enemy. 


In one other particular Admiral Schle.y

twin brothers, but they do not always 
appear side by side. More often pesti- 
lence follows, as this is illustrated from 
our own history. The skin diseases so 
abundant after the revolution,.the chol- 
era epidemic following Mm Mexican war, 
and the prevalence of typho-malarial fe- 
vers after the civil war. Our late Span- 
ish war was no exception; it has intro- 
duced in our country an epidemic of 
smallpox, 
sweeping from the 
eastern 


and southern portion to the Pacific and 
involving all sorts Vand conditions of 
men. It came, also, in the form that 
has troubled the diagnostician, and for 
this reason its range has been more ex- 
tended; the mildness in most cases of 
the malady leading to neglect of precau- 
tions and consequent spread of tlie con- 
tagion.

It has been largely an epi- 
demic of modified varioloid, but capable, 
of producing ii^ virgin soil the typical 
variola, as has been shown in many in- 
stances. 


Vaccination, however, while probably 


as near perfection as a preventativn of 
smallpox us any human means can be, is 
still not absolutely perfect, and its fail- 
ures .show most plainly in epidemics 
whon'those ordinarily resistant to vac- 
cinia become amenable and vaccination 
may even apparently succeed after or 
during the developed smallpox. 


These 
exceptional 
facts, 
however, 


prove nothing against the rules, and the 
anti-vaccinationSsts overlook the signal 
victories over smallpox 
of which 
the 


general character of the 
present epi- 


demic is itself an evidence. Hyde shows 
that, were it necessary to appeal to sta- 
ii-tieo at this late date to prove the J 
benefits of vaccination, the experience of 
Porto Rico alone, where smallpox has i 
been practically stamped out in two 
years, will be sufficient.

cludes with a demand that "vaccination 
should be the seal 
of passport of en- 


trance to the public schools, to the vot-

The supreme court handed down a de- 
cision to that effect yesterday, iu the 
case of the John Black case, which in 
effect declares the inheritance law un- 
constitutional. The decision 
effects 
a 


number of cases in Racine, where inheri 
tanee tax has been paid on certain es- 
tates. Only yesterday there was paid 
to the county treasurer by the John S. 
Hart estate, $416. Whether the state 
will have to pay back the amounts al- 
ready paid since tho law went into ef- 
fect, is not touched in the decision.

The decision is based on the classifica-

LONDON",. Eeb. 10.—JThe leaders of 


the. Zionist movement anticipate impor- 
tant developments as a result of the vis 
it of Dr. Theodore Herzl, of Vienna, pres 
ident of the Zionist congress recently 
held at Basel, Switzerland, to Constanti- 
nople. Dr. Herzl was summoned to the 
Yildiz palace by a special telegram from 
the sultan and is now negotiating with 
the sultan for the acquisition of conces- 
sions in Palestine permitting of the un- 
impeded immigration and settlement of 
Jews there. I?r. Herzl's demands include 
a charter granting some simple form of 
home rule and opening the sultan's crown 
lands to Jewish colonization. 


A representative of the Jewish Colon 


ization association which was endowed 
by the late Bnron Hirsch with a large 
sum of money, is also at Constantinople 
which is to signify that the trustees o 
the Baron Hirsch fund are about to con 
centralc their resources upon Palestine.

Feb. 19.—Responding

Little (Ark.) fit- ranking minority mem- 
ber of the 'Indian committee addrtss him- 
self to the conditions in the Indian terri- 
tory. The- anomalous situation there, 
where .'397.000 white men had no voice 
in the government, he said, demanded ac- 
tion by congress. He contended that a 
territorial form of government should bo 
bet up there. 


He reviewed th^ recent grout develop- 


1'ient in various branches oi industry in 
the territory. With 1 50 towns and cit- 
ies and wealth Mmounting to 
f'frti.OOO.- 


(K)0 he said there were S0,000-wh''lc child- 
icn of school age, but no schools. Such 
a condition, he declared, was an outrage. 
He believed the territory was ready for 
stfttfthorid. but 
that. 
congress 
should 


grant, at least, some liberal form of ter- 
ritorial gorvernment. 


ANSWERS WHEELER'S SPEECH. 
Mr. Bromwell, (0.) who followed Mr. 


Little, got the floor to comment on the 
recent speech of .Mr. Wheeler, 0\v-)' In 
the course of his remarks he paid a high 
tribute, to the Germans. and elicited from 
Mr. Wheeler the remark that he had no 
objection to Mr, Bromwell making him- 
self solid with his German constituents. 


Mr. Bromwell read a humorous, poem, 


the burden of which was that Mr. Wheel- 
er would regret his speech when the Ger- 
mans of Kentucky went to the polls in 
the fall. 


FAVORS GOVERNMENT CABLE. 
Mr. Corliss (Mich.) then delivered the 


second installment of his speech in favor 
of the building of a government cable to 
the Philippines.

sive and powerful cable and telegraph 
monopoly in 'the world. He said their 
lines reached every 
continent 
except 


North America and the purpose of the 
union with its American ally, the Com- 
mercial Pacific; Cable company is to en- 
circle the globe and extend the influence 
and advantage of its present monopoly 
in the Pacific ocean and the far tast. 


"What have you to say to the allega- 


tion?" 
interrupted 
Mr. H. C. Smith 


(Mich.) "that your bill is in the. interest 
of the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany?" 


Mr. Corliss replied that he was glad 


the question had been asked, In the 
fifty-fifth congress he said the Pacific 
Cable company and the Commercial were 
seeking legislation for the privilege oi 
constructing a subsidy fed 
cable. He. 


had then contended he .-mid. that if two 
great companies wanted the privilege it 
should be given to the lowest and best 
bidder or that a government cable .should 
be built. At that time, he added, the 
Western Union had 'opposed 
this idea 


and the i'oslal encouraged the idea of a. 
government cable. Since then, he said, 
the. Postal and Commercial had formed 
an alliance with the Eastern Cable com- 
pany and were now opposed to a govern-

The following twelve points, selected 


at random from many more, are worthy 
of consideration regarding the

smallpox scare. They may be taken as 
grounds on which to base a differential 
diagnosis between smallpox, varioloid 
and chicken pox: 


1. Chicken pox may prevail in an epi- 


demic form, without smallpox. On the 
other hand, varioloid 
has

prevalent without coincident smallpox. 


•2. 'Vaccinated children readily take 


chicken pox—not so smallpox. 


;!. Smallpox rarely attacks the same 


person twice. Second attacks of chicken 
pox are not, uncommon. 


4, Smallpox is notoriously inocuable 


—not so chicken pox.

in after twenty-four hours: tlm.t of vari- 
oloid is postponed to the fourth or fifth 
cloy.

in conclusion, to sum up the various 


symptoms, we find that smallpox is a 
grave disease. Chicken pox a mild one. 
The eruption of smallpox appears on the 
third or fourth day, and passes through 
a papular, vesicular and postular stage; 
that of chicken pox appears on first or 
second day, and does not go beyond 
a 


vesicular stage. The eruption of small- 
pox has a peculiar hard, shot-like feel, it 
is surrounded by a border 
of inflamma- 


tion, and the pustules are. ambilicatcd. 
The appearance of the eruption in small- 
pox is accompanied by a fall of temper- 
ature: in chicken pox the 
temperature 


is not. affected by the appearance of the 
raMi.

:andem. being'"'absent six months. The 
.rip improved him very much, but the 
leadachcs did not disappear. On the ad 
,-ice of his physician he went to Cali- 
fornia last July for his health. Since 
that time, he has been hunting, fishing 
and rusticating in that state and his 
tiealth was rapidly improving. 


Encouraging and pleasant letters were 


•eceivcd from him each week. 
It was the 


second times the young man accidentally 
shot himself, the first time some months 
ago, in the arm. but the wound healed 
rapidly and he was fully recovered.

ameud- 


raenf-s depriving thousands of their .suf- 
frage rights, o:.1 odious election laws ac- 
complishing the same purpose. These 
laws are ostensibly aimed at ignorance, 
but tho malico and deadly purposes seen 
in the fact that Hie ignorant white vote 
is let in through specially devised pro- 
visions. Where these provisions are not 
inserted, then the law fixes it so, the 
Democratic! majority absolutely controls 
the choice of election clerks and judges. 


It is proba'bly true that any state 


may, by law, deprive ignorant people of 
their voting rights, and have education-

injured. She jumped or fell from the 
tire escape at the third story and sus- 
tained a broken leg. 


The fire started in the bath room of 


the sanitarium building probably about 
the: furnace. A still alarm was turned 
in but the first company of firemen called | 
could not cope with the flames which 
van up the elevator shaft to the roof. A 
general call was sounded, but the fire 
was then -beyond control. The 
water 


pressure was low and this added to the 
handicap of the firemen. In two hours 
the building was in ruins and the hospit- 
al wns nearly destroyed. It is almost 
miraculous that the. four hundred sleep- 
ing inmates escaped with their lives. 
Watchmen darted through the corridors 
awakening-them when the fire was dis- 
covered. .Few of them had time to gath- 
er together any clothing and escaped in 
their night clothes. 


The corridors soon filled with smoke 


and about half of the patients were com- 
pelled to make their way down the fire 
escapes. Mrs. H. C'. Daniels, who was 
injured, was on the fifth lloor. She was 
awakened by the cry of fire and rushed 
to the fire escape on the fourth lloor. 
She got down safely as far as t.5ie third 
story, when she either jumped or fell, she 
hardly knows which. She is resting eas- 
ily and is in no danger. Mrs. f.4allinger, 
of Atlantic City, N. J., describing her 
escape, said: 


"I was in my room on the' iif'th floor 


when the nurse rushed to the door, .cry- 
ing 'Tire." The electric lights were go- 
ii:g then but they soon went out and 
we. were in darkness, but for the flames 
which rushed from the tower above our 
heads. My aged husband was on the floor 
beneath me and had to go down the tire 
escape as did J. He was guided by.a 
nurse and escaped safely. Scores of peo- 
ple were on the escape coming Irom all 
parts of tho building ami it is u wonder 
that none of them was killed."

The management of the stiniiarium is 


positive, that no lives were lost,- aa each 
room was visited three times by a nurse 
before the building was abandoned.

AMERICAN "NOVELTIES" 


GROWING IN POPULARITY 


Variety of Sales Has Increased In 


—Business Depression Abroad Ac- 


cvunt* in Great JVIea<tur* for 


JL«»t Purchaiiog; Power, 


.WASHINGTON, Feb, 18.—The impor- 


tant, document^entitled "Review of the 
foreign commerce of the United States 
in 1901" showing the pace at' which this 
country ran during the last calendar 
year in the great race for supremacy in 
trade in the world's markets, has been 
made public by Frederic Emery, chief of 
the bureau of foreign commerce of tho 
state department. 
: 


It is stated that the commercial re- 


ports of our diplomatic and consular offi- 
cers last year record continued growth 
iu the sales of many lines of manufac- 
tures from the United States in foreign 
markets and the increase of the general 
concern throughout Europe as to the 
possible results of pur industrial compe- 
tition. Although the figures of our ex- 
ports compiled by the treasury depart- 
ment show a considerable falling off iri 
the total value of manufactured goods 
sent abroad, it is stated there seems to 
be a steady and uninterrupted spread in 
the popularity of what may be termed 
American "novelties" ail over Europe. 
By the word "novelties" are meant not 
only labor saving implements and ma- 
chinery -which are strange to most Eu- 
ropeans, but a great variety of articles of 
merchandise, all of which process distin- 
guished points of excellence and relative 
cheapness, new to Europe, which com- 
mend them to purchasers there in prefer- 
ence to similar articles of homo manu- 
facture. In other words while the ag- 
gregate of our exports of manufactured 
goods has shrunk, the variety of 
our 


sales in Europe has been extended and 
the territory upon which they are en- 
croaching is being constantly enlarged. 
A striking example of this is in Austria- 
Hungary, where imports from the Unit- 
ed States are increasing rapidly. That 
country originated the idea of a Euro- 
pean combination against American in. 
trade and there the hostility of the in- 
dustrial classes is most pronounced. The 
United States -again heads the list of 
countries seltin||^.o Germany and is caus- 
ing the economists of that nation much 
concern. Indeed, it is pointed out, this 
same concern is felt in France, Great 
Britain, Belgium, Switzerland, and the 
ot&cr highly developed manufacturing 
countries of Europe. 


It isj-shown to be a fact that we are 


now supplying European nations with 
goods which have for years been distinc- 
tive of the countries 
themselves and 


which we used to import from them. We 
export silk to France, tin plate to Wales, 
cottons to England, and our California^ 
fruit is making sugh headway in Spain 
as to provoke the query in a .Spanish 
newspaper: "Shall wo live to see Amer- 
ican oranges on the Valencia market it- 
self?" 
In Belgium, 
more American, 


goods arc being consumed than ever be- 
fore. 


The falling off in American exports is 


attributed, not to the goods being in less 
favor, but rather to business depression 
in Europe, affecting the purchasing pow- 
er. The elimination of Hawaii und Por- 
to Kico from the list of countries 
to 


which we export, also is, a factor. The 
treasury figures show thai during the 
calendar year there was a falling off of 
$12,665,194 compared with the previous 
year, manufactures falling off $-±0,262,912 
but being offset by a gain in agriculture 
exports of $35,591,077. " 


Mr. Emery says it is evident that "the 


American invasion" of Europe has ceas- 
ed for the time being to be of that 
sweeping character that distinguished it 
at iirst as an economic phenomenon. He 
recalls what was said in the review a 
year ago of the danger of more strenuous 
European competition, the use of new 
processes and our own models of machin- 
ery, but he says that Europe has not 
made any sensible progress in that di- 
rection. As to restrictive legislation 
pending measures in Europe might be. 
abandoned, says the review, if the United 
States,modified its tariff policy nnd per- 
mitted more imports from Europe, As 
factors making iu our favor, the review 
points to alleged obstruction by British 
labor, which increases our trade oppor- 
tunities; to the combination of labor and 
capita! he.ro as shown at the recent con- 
ference of employers and employes in 
New York, and to the fact that our com- 
petitive energy is so far but partly de- 
veloped, On the whole Mr, Emery finds 
that wo have hardly more than entered 
upon a novitiate in fitting ourselves for 
international competition, and he notes 
with encouragement the growth of pop- 
ular interest in the value 6£ foreign 
trade and well directed efforts for ex- 
pansion.

FILLING THE SILO, ffp 


When to Cut the Corn, How t« Pn< It 


In and th* "Wky*" •« Both. 


My time for cutting,the corn for tne 


silo is as near as may be when-the ears 
are just thinking about glazing. When 
it is.too old'-for me to eat, it is old, 
enough for my silo. I do not intend-to 
run counter to the scientific fellows by 
saying 1 am not robbing my silage of 
dry properties it might have acquired 
if I hnd not interfered, but I have im- 
prisoned for jay cows the sweet juices 
and flavors so much relished in the 
mangers, writes a Peunsylvanian to 
The National Stockinaii. 
" 


If the corn lacks moisture .in the lat- 


ter part-of. its season,,the lower blades 
will dry and drop before the hardening 
process is operative at the ears. Then 
that corn should be cut, for what it- 
may gain in dry matter above it is los- 
ing in dry matter below. 


If oae has a c.tBall silo and a few 


acres and the filling is a small matter 
of two or three days, then he can bide 
his time and cut when everything ap- 
pears to be Just right. 


We have 16. acres growing for the 


silos, and as we like to fill slowly our 
cutting will extend over a period "of 
possibly three, weeks. By filling slowly 
we consider we get about 20 per cent 
more in our silos than by simply filling 
them and passing on. 


Silage does not begin to do its busi- 


ness settling for about a week, a"nd it 
is our rule te cut quite rapidly for two 
or three days.; then proceed .more slew- 
ly by stQppiKg.adayand cutting a day 
alternately.

We use low wagons and a corn har- 


vester, sometimes, but- when an acre 
turns off 20 tons or more the harvester 
,we have doesn't succeed ia getting it 
In very far. We hnve a man in the silo 
and instruct him to keep the outsides 
somewhat higher than the center. This 
man is supposed, as Bob Seeds weuld 
say, to "keep a-goin, keep a-goiu."

Important factor in the success of tlioi 
"digging out"; method. Under certain 
millennial conditions we believe the 
numbers of borers could be reduced to 
the xniniiauni in an orchard by thia 
method alone. Practically every peach 
grower who makes any pretensions ot 
fighting the borers digs them out at 
least ronc* a year. Many then apply, 
some "wash or other device. 


,Th« application of certain preventive 


measures" after ihe borers hnve beea 
dug out is not a waste of energy where 
several "old relics" arc left untreated 
•near''by. or if a neighbor's peach or- 
chard a few rod* away is neglected. 
As these conditions u«ually prevail ia 
the neighborhood of most peach or- 
chards,'we doubt if the "digging out" 
or any'other niethod;used alone, with a 
few possible Exceptions, cau be de- 
pended upon to reduce the number of• 
borers to the -minimum.' But we be- 
lieve that there are several<combina- 
tions- of 'this destructive method with 
a preventive • application which will 
give better results than either one 
alone in most 'orchards and will keep 
the pest under -control. Dig out the 
borers in Jtme. or iu .Time and Septem- 
ber In "northern'.'peach growing dis- 
tricts;
